TOKIO, June 6—The rejoinder of 


Japan to the United States’ note on the 
subject of the California alien land 
ownership legislation reiterates that the

Rebor fainted as fellow employes were 
caring for Williams, who died a few 
minutes later. 
Williams was between two cars which 
he had coupled together. Before he 
could get out, the train started and he 
was crushed. He dropped to the track 
and the wheels ran over him. He was

ST.LOUIS PENNANT 
WINNER 1S DEAD 


President of Four-Time Cham- 
pions Succumbs After Three 
Months’ Illness. 


The death of Chris von der Ahe, who 
owned the Browns when that team of 
baseball players owas actually the 
world’s championship ball team, win- 
ming four pennants in succession, has 
taken from St. Louis one of its most 
picturesque characters. 

Von der Ahe’s funeral will be held 
Sunday afternoon at his home, 3613 St. 
Louis avenue, where he died shortly 
after 3 p. m. Thursday of cirrhosis of 
the liver. He was 61 years old and is 
survived by his widow, who, before her 
marriage, was Anna Kaiser. 

Known All Over Country. 

As a baseball magnate Von der Ahe 
was known from one end of the country 
to the other because of lavish expendi- 
ture of money, not only in building up 
his team, but also in cultivating the 
good will of the so-called ‘‘sporting ele- 
ment,’ which at that time was thought 
to be the prime factor in making or 
breaking a baseball club. 

Because of this open-handed policy, 
“der Boss President’ never lacked a 
numerous army of flatterers and hang- 
érs-on who would clap him on the back 
and tell him what a wonderful magnate 
he was—and drink the wine and smoke 
the cigars for which he paid. 

Von der Ahe, who had been a model 
of thrifty conservatism when he built 
up his butcher, grocery and saloon trade 
ar Grand and St. Louis avenues, was a 
changed man. It was said of him that 
when he opened a barrel of money he 
never closed it again. Soon there was 
more going out than there was coming 
in, and Von der Ahe’s troubles came 
thick and fast, , 

After the St. Louis Browns had won 
the American Association pennant for 
the third time, in 1888, they went to New 
York to play the National League pen- 
nant winners of that city for the world’s 
championship. 

Von der Ahe startled the world of 
sport by announcing that he would pay 
ali the expenses of taking a special 
trainload of St. Louis fans to New 
York. This included transportation, 
food, drink and hotel bills for the entire 
period of the series. 

The Browns went to New York. They 
won a game. That night in the bar 
rooms of New York the St. Louis fans 
pressed their hospitality on the St. Louis 
players to such an extent that the last- 
ing effects of the entertainment caused 
them to lose the series. 

It was a crest-falien bunch of St. 
Louis fans that packed grips and wait- 
ed for the special to start back for St, 
Louis. 

“What's the matter with you fellows?’ 
said Von der Ahe. “Just to show that 
I'm a good loser every one of you can 
go to the best tailor in New York and 
order a suit of clothes and tell him to 
send the bill to ‘der Boss President.’ "” 
It was said at the time that more than 
200 of the fans in the Von der Ahe party 
took advantage of this offer.

“And they thought I didn’t have the 
nerve, yet,” he chuckled, ag he bought 
wine for everybody in hailing distance. 

The kidnaping of Von der Ahe in 
February, 1898, Was one of the most ex- 
citing episodes in his varied career. In 
a suit against Von der Ahe in Pitts- 
burg, Mark Baldwin, then a famous 
baseball pitcher, had obtained judgment 
for $2700. William A, Nimich signed 
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JUNE 6, 1913. 


Ahe would pay the judgment and carry 
out certain other stipulations. 
J. C. Jones Aided “Kidnaping.” 

After waiting a reasonable time for 
Von der Ahe to settle, Nimich decided 
to surrender him on his bond, and the 
“kidnaping’”’ was planned. The details 
in St. Louis were carried out by Nim. 
ick’s attorney, James C. Jones, former 
president of the Cardinals. 

A Pittsburg detective named Bendel 
came to St. Louis and lured Von der 
Ahe to the. St. Nicholas Hotel with an 
invitation to dine. In these prelimin- 
aries Bendel posed as ‘“‘Robert Smith,” 
ah old, but dimly remembered friend 
of the Boss President. 

When Von der Ahe arrived at the St. 
Nicholas ‘air. Smith’? met him, pushed 
him gently, but firmly into a cab, 
clappéd-.a pair of handcuffs on his 
wrists and ordered the hackman.-: to 
drive to East St.Louis... While Chris 
sputtered with rage, he was hustled onto 
a B. & O. train and takento Pitts- 
burg. 

Von der Ahe threatened dire legal re- 
venge, but the outcome of the case was 
that a Pittsburg Judge ruled that the 
kidnaping was legal and that a bonds- 


having a defaulting putuctpal brought 
back into the jurisdiction of the court 
Where the bond is signed.

Judge Rules That Conspiracy to 
Destroy Property Was Un- 
proved; Five Remain. 


by Associated Press. 
BOSTON, June 6.—The cases of the 


alleged dynamite “planting” conspiracy, 
William M. Wood, Frederick EB. Atteaux 
and Dennis J. Collins, were given to 
the jury today. 

Judge John C. Crosby instructed the 
jurors to return a verdict on each of 
the six counts of the indictment, but 
to find the defendants not guilty on the 


sixth count, which charges conspiracy 
to injure certain buildings and other 
property. No evidence to support this 
charge had been presented, the Court 
said. 

The other counts specify aiffcrent and 
distinct offenses, but all have a bear-

the jurors, Morris Shuman, was clos- 
eted with Judge Crosby, District Attor- 
ney Pelletier and counsel for the de- 
fense. 

No explanation of the delay was made 
when the jurors took their places in 


might result was soon dispelled, for the 
Court immediately began the charge to 
the jury. 

After instructing the jurymen that 
they should return a verdict for the 
defendants on the sixth count, the Court 
described the other specific charges. 

The first count charges conspiracy to 
injure the textile strikers; the second, 
conspiracy to injure unknown persons; 
the third and fourth, conspiracy to in- 
jure Joseph Assaf and Urbano de Pratto 
respectively, by imputing to them the 
alleged storing of dynamite in premises 
occupied by them; the fifth, conspiracy 
to talsely charge unknown persons with 
illegal stor‘ng and keeping of dynumite. 
The first and second counts, the Court 
said, were suostantially the sama. 

Any agreement to injure any person 
constituted a criminal conspiracy, the 
Court said, adding. 

“If the jury should find that no 
conspiracy existed, that ends the case, 
but if the existence of a conspiracy is 
established, then all of the acts and 
declarations of each of the defendants 
may be considered as evidence against 
the other defendants.” 

The Court said that the evidence of 
one conspirator was not competent 
against another conspirator after the 
object of the illegal agreement has been 
accomplished. Positive acquiescence of 
silent knowledge of a conspiracy was in- 
sufficient to convict. The failure of 
Wood to offer a defense should have 
no influence with the jurors.

R. B. Noel, chairman, and H. J. Blan- 
ton, secretary, of the State Board of 
Parole, held a conference in St. Louis 
Friday morning with Police Judge Kim. 
mel on the case of John Kanupke, who 
is serving a sentence of two and one- 
half years in the penitentiary for as- 
gault on Alfred Gunners. 

Judge Kimmel, as chairman of the 
Board of Parole and Probation cf the 
St. Louis police courts, has been in 
charge of the move to secure Kanupke’s 


release. 

Two weeks ago he and Miss Jessie 
Moller, Assistant Probation Officer, who 
gathered the evidence submitted to the 
Board, appeared before the 
board in Jefferson City and presented 


| Sanupe hed bit him on the head With 
@ hammer. Kanupke said that Gunners 
haa hit his head on an iron shoe scra- 
per when the two were clinched and 
rolled down the steps off the back porch 
of Kanupke’s home. 

New Witrmesse Found. 

Since Judge Kimmel and Miss Moller 
were in Jefferson City they have lo- 
cated David Kreyling, who declares he 
saw the fight and saw the two men 
roll down the steps. Kreyling lived next 
door to the Kanupke home and says he 
looked through a window and saw the 
trouble. 

Kreyling declares Kanupke hada n¢ 
weapon in his hand. He was not called 
at the trial. He says he did not offer 
to testify because he supposed Kanupke 
would be acquitted, as, in his mind, it 
Was purely a case of self-defense. He 
made an affidavit and offers to go be- 
fore the Parole Board. 

Noel told Judge Kimmel that it was 
customary for the board not to take any 
action on a case until the prisoner had 
been in prison at least 12 months. 

This rule, he said, is not absolute, but 
is usually followed. Kanupke has 
served ten weeks. 

Wants Court’s Approval. 

Noel further informed Kimmel that 
he would like to, have Judge Hitchcock, 
the trial Judge, and Paul Griffin, the 
Prosecuting Attorney, sign the applica- 
tion for parole. Up to the present time 
they have refused to sign.

| submitted to both the Judge and the 
Prosecuting Attorney in an effort to have 
them agree to the parole of Kanupke, 
He stated that he would make ng 
promises as to what the board would 
de. but intimated that their approval 
probably would secure the release. 


Noel declared that, as far as the evi- 
dence went, he could see no reason to 
parole the prisoner, but that the case 
carried merit from a humanitarian 
standpoint. Kanupke’s wife is in th 
city sanitarium. She is said to have 
been prostrated by her husband's im- 
prisonment. The physicians there say 
that his release would probably restore 
her reason. Nine children are scattered 
among friends of the family. A twe- 
months-old baby, born in the city hos- 
pital, is in St. Ann’s Foundling Asylum, 
An effort will be made to secure the 
approval of the Judge and the Prosecu-

OPENLY QUESTIONED 


Julius Rosenwald, Mail Order 
Man, Tells Illinois Senators He 
Doubts Their Sincerity.

By Associateé Press. 

CHICAGO, June 6—The motives of 
the Illinois Senatorial Wage Commis- 
sion were questioned openly on the wit- 
ness stand here today by Julius Rosen- 
wald, president of a mail order house, 
employing more than 7000 persons. 

“At the first session of this commis- 
sion I came prepared to help in any 
way I could,” said Sosenwald. “I was 
on the stand two hours and answered 
every question. I produced our payroll, 
which I have failed after several efforts 
to recover, and I did my best, think- 
ing that good might come of the inves- 
tigation. Since then I have changed my 
opinion. The commission no longer has 
my confidence.” 

Lieutenant-Governor Barratt O’Hara, 
chairman, and Senators Beall, Tossey 
and Woodward of the commission, list- 
ened without change of countenance, 
save that Senator Beall grew somewhat 
red and thereafter seemed unable to 
get the witness’ name right, reoenntir Pa ee 
addressing his as ‘‘Roosevelt” and Ros- 
envelt.’’ The announcement of Rosen- 
wald’s opinion of the commission came 
suddenly when Senator Beall asked him 
his opinion as to whether female help 
Was as efficient as male. 

“I prefer not to give this commis- 
sion any opinion,” replied the mail 
order man, “I am willing to give the 
facts in my possession, but I do not 
care to give any opinion.” 

Doubts Their Sincerity. 

Pressed further by members of 
commission, Rosenwald said: 

“I do not believe that the purpose 
of this investigation is sincere.,’’ 

In the course of the questioning, Sen- 
ator Woodward asked if it was true 
that Rosenwald had employed detec- 
tives to shadow members of the com- 
mission. 

“IT will say,” responded the wit- 
ness, ‘‘that anyone who says that, says 
what is untrue.” 

“Then you would say that Mr. Coan, 
our investigator, made a mistake when 
he reported such to be the fact?’’ pur- 
sued Senator Woodward. 

“I would go further and state that the 
man who made that report knowingly 
uttered a falsehood.” The merchant's 
face Was an angry red as he spoke. 

Senator Beall attempted to get on a 
friendly man-to-man footing with the 
witness, but without getting an an- 
swer to the original question. 

His Statement Turned Down. 

The latter reiterated that he would 
answer questions of fact, but had no 
opinion to express and asked permis- 
sion to read a prepared statement. ex- 
plaining his attitude. 

“Is it a statement of fact or of opin- 
ion?’ quietly asked Chairman O’Hara. 

“Well, in my opinion, it is a statement 
of fact,’’ came the reply. 

To save further argument, O’Hara 
glanced over the paper and,then hand- 
ed it back and it was not introduced. 

“It is a statement of your personal 
opinion,’’ commented O’Hara. 

George M. Reynolds, president of the 
Continental and Commercial National 
Bank, was the first witness. Boys 
working for his bank, Reynolds said, 
receive $20 to $25 a month when they 
are without experience. The average 
Wage or salary cf the 827 employes of 
the bank, the witness said, was $75 a 
month, 

“Would it make any difference in dol- 
lars and cents, if you were to pay your 
inexperienced boys $7.50°'a week?” asked 
Chairman O’Hara. 

“Any change which eliminates merit 
and makes wages arbitrary would be 
bad practice, in my -opinion,’’ replied 
the banker. ‘In dollars and cents it 
would make little difference to us.’’

STETTIN, Germany, June 6.—A battle 
between police and strikers in which 70 
persons were severely wounded was 
fought last night in the suburb of Frau- 
endorf as the sequel to the killing of a 
striker by a nonstriker. 

The workers in a cRicory factory went 
en strike some time ago. Last evening 
one of them molested a man who had 
continued at work and in the fight 
which ensued, the striker was, stabbed 
and killed. 

The strikers’ comrades later gathered 
in a great crowd in front of the factory 
and demanded that the nonstriker be 
handed over to them. Their request was 
refused and they threatened to demolish 
the factory. 

The local police were unable to cope 
with the angry strikers and reinforce- 
ments were called for from Stettin. 
Shortly afterward a body of 300 armed 
police arrived in automobiles from Stet- 
tin and a pitched battle followed. 

The police freely used their sabers and 
‘The strikers tht tyne with pis- 


Peat shots, but were soon overcome by | 
the disciplined force. They were finally 
dispersed, leaving many of their nuni- 
ber weunded on the ground. 

The casualties were in some cases of 
@ severe nature. Ten policemen and 
about sixty civilians were treated by 
surgeons during the night.

TRACED 10 SOURCE 
AT PACKING VATS 


Post-Dispatch Reporter in Hour 
Finds Where Big West End 
Smell Comes From. 


It took less than an hour. Thursday 
night, for a Post-Dispatch reporter to 
locate the source of the odor complained 
of by residents the neighborhood 
bcunded by Boyle avenue, Forest Park, 
Chouteau avenue and Lindell boulevard, 
and which seemingly has baffled the ef- 
forts of two Health Department in- 
spectors who have been on its trail for 
more than a week. 

It was generally known that the odor 
came from the packing plants at Van- 
déventer and Chouteau avenues but as 
each plant had persistently accused the 
other no definite blame was fixed. The 
St. Louis Dressed Beef Co, has blamed 
the Independent Packing Co. and the 
Independent Packing Co. has charged 
the smell to the St. Louis Dressed Beef 
Co. 

Meantime the complaining residents 
Say they have to live behind closed 
doors and windows. 


Smell on the Wind. 
The residents had pointed out that 


they suffered only when a breeze was 
blowing frofn the southeast, and as 
their homes are directly northwest of 
the packing plants, this bit of circum- 
stantial evidence was considered as 
against ‘tthe meat houses. The evidence 
was further strengthened by the fact 
that residents living southeast of the 
plants complained of the odor on even- 
ings when the wind was blowing from 
the northwest. 

Residents in the northeastern section 
of the city detected the odor on evenings 
when the wind was blowing from the 
southwest, and on evenings when the 
zephyrs wafted their way from the 
northeast the residents living southwest 
of the plants got their share of the 
smell. 

So, with a complete chain of circum- 
stantial evidence about the two pack- 
ing plants, it was up to the Board of 
Health to find out which one of the 
plants was the offender. After weeks 
of investigation that official body has 
failed to fix the blame. 

Odors Do Not Blend. 

There was no breeze blowing when 
the reporter reached the neighborhood 
of the plants in the evening. 

Entering the back yard of the St. 
Louis Dressed Beef Co.’s works, by 
way of Sarpy avenue, he waiked east 
in the direction of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad tracks. Skirting the cow stalls 
and hog pens and the slaughter house 
was bad enough. There was something 
in the atrnosphere which struck the nos- 
trils as similar to odors emanating from 
a livery stable and limburger cheese 
factory. The two packing house odors 
did not blend, but seemed to vie with 
each other in strength. 

Tracked te Its Lair. 

Halting outside the big killing house, 
the reporter detected what turned out 
tou be the thing of his quest. Four men 
were working at a huge vat. The vat 
was covered but at intervals the men 
would lift the top and throw something 
inside. It was in the intervals that the 
vat was uncovered that the reporter 
recognized the offensive odor that had 
been spreading through the neighbor- 
hood on breezy evenings. 

The workmen were throwing refuse in 
the can, carcasses of putrid cattle. 
There being no breeze the smell was 
confined to the immediate vicinity of 
the plant but one whiff of those fumes 
ccnvinced the investigator that he had 
tracked the offensive smel! to its lair. 

Delicate Antiseptic. 

Crossing the railroad tracks to the 
plant of the Independent Packing Co. 
the investigator found the same condi- 
tions. Having tracked the odor to its 
den, he thought of bearing it, but 
changed his‘ mind. A _ delicate inter- 
mingling of antiseptic with the vat 
odor indicated that the packing house 
employes themselves had a pretty fair 
idea of what the odor was like and 
were trying to smother it. 

Investigation further showed that in 
shifting the blame from one to the 
other, both companies had half told the 
truth, One is ne worse than the other, 
though, and one only has to stand in 
the grounds of one pliant, hold his fingers 
to his nose and point to the other plant 
it he wants to make a distinction.

Cramer Resigns, Refuses Return 
of Money and Asks That 
Memorial Be Hidden.

As was forecast in the Post-Dispatch 
Thursday the dMectors of the Schurz- 
Preetorius-Daenzer Meinorial Associa- 
tton met late In the afternoon and ac- 
cepted Prof. W. Wilhelm Wandsch- 
neider’s design for a monument to the 
three German-American editors. 


The monument which will be of bronze 
with a background of Missouri red 
sranite will be erected at the northwest 
entrance of Reservoir Park at Grand 
and Lafayette avenues. 

The only dissenting vote was that of 
Gustav Cramer who spoke in opposition 
to the Wandschneider design ané who 


| made. Later Cramer sent in his resig- 
nation as a director and it was unani- 
mously accepted. 

Rejects a $100 Refund. 

Director Ben Altheimer offered to re- 
fund the $100 which Cramer had con- 
tributed to the monument fund, but 
Cramer waved the money aside. 

“I do not want my contribution 
back,’’ he said, “‘but I ask you, please, 
put that naked monument in some ob- 
scure place, where nobody will ever seo 
it much.”’ 

E. C. Kehr for a time. stood out 
with Cramer and voted with him on the 
first ballot. Later, when the award; 
of the first, second and third prizes 
were grouped, Kehr voted with the ma- 
jority. As Cramer’s resignation had al- 
ready" been accepted, this made the vote 
for the Wandschneider design unan.- 
mous. Thirteen memopers voted. 

Site Has a History. 

The site chosen for the monument is 
not an obgcure one. It is the same 
site on which a police substation was 
wrecked by the tornado in 1896 and on 
which a statue, ‘““The Sioux Chieftain,” 
toppled from its pedestal and was shat- 
tered after it had been taken there from 
the World’s Fair grounds in 1906. 

The formal contract with Herr Wand- 
achneider will bo drawn up today. If 
will authorize him to use $23,000 of the 
$30,000 fund in the erection of the mon- 
ument. His profit will be the differ- 


ence between , the actual cost and the 


amount of the award. The remaining 
$7000 will be used to pay the expenses 
of 
other prizes. 

The second prize of $1000 was awarded 
to Victor S. Holm and the third prize, 
$500, to R. P. Bringhurst. 

The directors also voted to purchase 
for $100 each the models submitted by 
the other four contestants, George Ju- 
lian Zolnay, Kichard Kirst, Frank Vit- 
tor and F. W. Ruckstuhl. ‘ 

After the award was made Herr 
Wandschneider and his wife were called 
in. They warmly thanked the directors. 

The meeting was scheduled to be held 
at the Liederkranz Club, but in an ef- 
fort to escape publicity, the directors 
met instead at the Mission Inn at Grand 
and Magnolia avenues. 

Herr Wandschnelder and his wife will 
return to Germany after the necessary 
contract papers are signed. The sculp- 
tor will come back to St. Louts to super- 
vise the building of the monument. Mrs. 
Wandschneider hopes to come with him 
because, she says, St. Louis is “the

USTOMS among the Israelites who are} ~ 
under the domination of the Moslems. 
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estine and Tripoli, is esti- 

mated at 465,000; of these, up- 
ward of 200,000 (including the Jews 
of Constantinople) are in Europe. 
There are only 50,000 Jews in Jeru- 
salem, about one-fourth as many 4s 
are in Brownsville, a part of the 
Borough of Brooklyn. 
In every way thé native Jews of 
Turkey are far more behind the times 
than any of the other races; and in 
no country, not even Russia, are they 
treated with more contumely than in 
the Ottoman Empire. But the social 
position of Judaic women in Turkey. 
particularly as to personal and pro- 
prietary fights is vastly better than 
that of the women of native Chris- 
tians, and even, in some _ respects, 
than that or Moslem women. 

Jewish customs respecting mar- 
riage and divorce are closely allieé 
with those of the Moslems, except 
that the divorce laws are more fa- 
vorable to Jewish women. As else- 
where in Eastern Europe the inter- 
nal affairs among the Jews are man- 
aged by a Rabbinical Court, to which 
the women may apply for a divorce. 
Which court on finding the woman's 
claim to be well founded, may not 
only force the husband to divorce the 
wife, but compel him, besides return- 
ing the dowry, to pay the money to 
which she would have been entitled 
on his death. A Judaic widow in Tur- 
key, though she does not inherit her 
husband’s property, has a right, if 
she does not remarry, to remain in 
her deceased husband’s house and be 
supported by his heirs in the style 
to which she was accustomed during 


her married life. 
Early marriages are the rule through- 


out the East, though not as rigidiy 
enforced elsewhere as in Jerusalem; lb 
to 17 years being in Jerusalem a mar- 
riageable age for boys. Girls there 
often marry before 13. 

So young at marriage and unable to 
maintain an establishment of their own, 
the young couple remain at home, and it 
is a common thing to find several 
married brothers living with their wives 
under the roof of their father, whose 
chief delight is to see the grandchil- 
dren grow up around him.

HE business of selling goods of- 
fers ready employment to thou- 
sands of men who have not been 
trained to any special profession. 
Success in this work is due solely to 
the character and personality of the 
man oftener than to any special train- 
ing that he may receive. A good sales- 
man must be an optimist, a ready, flur 
ent talker with a power to convince, 
but at the same time one who knows 
when to stop when he has said enough. 
He must also be a popular man, able to 
make friends readily, and he must have 
an agreeable personality, a pleasant 
voice, good judgment and tact, and the 
ability to read people well. : ; 

All these are important qualities that 
make for success in this work. Per- 
sonal neatness, cleanliness and careful 
dressing are also of great importance. 

There is no certain way to learn the 
profession without actual practice. 
While there are schools that teach the 
technique of selling, the actual ability 
to sell must be in the man himself. In 
other words, successful salesmen are 
not made, but are born.

Following the opening there 
was free covering by shorts and prices 
further advanced %d to %d on an im- 
proved continental demand, with France 
bidding freely for nearby cargoes, light 
Argentine shipments, strength in Mani- 
toba spots and a good local consump- 
tion. October appears to be oversold, as 
harvesting is generally approaching, and 
still there is no noticeable selling pres- 
sure. The large Indian shipments for 
the week, and forecast of liberal world’s 
shipments, checked the advance. 

Liverpool corn opened unchanged and 
July remained steady, with some fm- 
provement in spot, while September was 
under pressure of speculative selling on 
the favorable Argentine weather and a 
belief in freer American offers.
